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RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 


(With  Amendments  to  19  32) 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  dele¬ 
gates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  dele¬ 
gates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
and  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present 
on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

Rule  VIII.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  then  be  made  for  all  elective  offices 
of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations  printed  on 
ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session.  The 
elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:00  o’clock  p.  m.  The 
regular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during 
the  elections.

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock 
p.  m.  of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of 
the  Mid-West;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention; 
a  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  ap¬ 
point  the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Title  I,  Canon  II, 
Section  7,  and  such  other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be 
called  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote 
of  the  Council.

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from 
the  sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside 
during  his  absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service 
of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de¬ 
liver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and 
with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the 
name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefin¬ 
itely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
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divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
if  unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  dur¬ 
ing  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion 
to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Council,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President  in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from 
such  decision;  and  on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on 
their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Council. 
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FORTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 
St.  Thomas’  Church,  Plymouth 
May  1,  1942 


The  Forty -fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  assembled  in  St.  Thomas’  Church,  Plymouth,  Indiana,  on 
Friday,  May  1,  19  4  2,  this  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
and  pursuant  to  the  call  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

At  7:30  a.m.  there  was  a  Requiem  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  for  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Right  Reverend  John 
Hazen  White,  D.D.,  the  celebrant  being  the  Reverend  George  G. 
Shilling,  rector  of  the  parish. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  at  9  o’clock  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  and  Father  Shilling. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at 
9:3  0  a.m.  The  Bishop  requested  the  permission  of  the  Council  to 
dispense  with  the  double  roll  call  required  by  Rule  II  and  Rule  V  of 
the  Rules  of  Order,  which  request  was  granted  by  the  Council;  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to  call  the  roll  of  the 
diocesan  clergy  from  the  official  list.  The  Bishop  also  asked  that  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  report  at  this  time  on  the  parishes  and 
missions  eligible  to  seat  and  vote  in  this  Council. 

The  roll  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  was  called  by  the  Secretary, 
who  then  reported  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Council  the  clergy  present 
of  those  entitled  to  seat  and  vote  (of  the  clergy  present  at  this 
Council  see  page  8).  At  the  opening  of  the  Council  there  were 
twelve  of  the  clergy  present,  five  of  the  clergy  absent;  this  does  not 
include  non-parochial  clergy  or  those  on  leave  of  absence  for  service 
in  the  armed  forces  of  the  nation. 

Mr.  Rudolph  V.  Shakes  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  that  the  record  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  Christ  Church,  Gary,  and  Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  were 
entitled  to  seat  and  vote  at  the  Forty-fourth  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese.  St.  Paul’s  Church,  LaPorte,  paid  their  delinquency  in  full 
and  were  admitted  to  seat  and  vote.  The  Secretary  then  called  the 
roll  of  the  lay  delegates  whose  credentials  had  been  received  (for 
the  lay  delegates  representing  these  parishes  and  missions,  see  page 
11). 

The  Secretary  reported  to  the  Bishop  that  there  was  present  a 
constitutional  quorum  of  both  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates.  The 
Bishop  declared  the  Council  to  be  duly  organized  and  preceded  to  the 
celebration  of  the  Conciliar  Eucharist. 

The  celebrant  at  the  Eucharist  was  the  Right  Reverend  Campbell 
Gray,  D.D.,  S.T.D.,  assisted  by  the  rector  of  the  parish,  and  by  the 
Reverend  Peter  Langendorff.  At  the  usual  place  during  the  service 
the  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address  to  the  Council  (see  page  25). 
Following  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  it  was  moved,  second¬ 
ed  and  carried  that  the  representatives  present  from  parishes  and 
missions  other  than  those  named  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  be  invited  to  take  seats  in  the  Council  without  the  right 
to  vote.  Father  Shilling  presented  to  the  Bishop  a  block  and  gavel 
made  by  Mr.  Arthur  Born,  a  parishioner  of  the  parish  in  Plymouth. 
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ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

SECRETARY  OF  THE  DIOCESE — The  next  order  of  business 
for  the  day  was  the  election  of  a  Secretary  for  the  Diocese.  The 
Very  Reverend  Russell  R.  Ingersoll  was  nominated  for  this  office  by 
the  Reverend  Lawrence  C.  Ferguson.  The  Bishop  announced  to  the 
Council  that  Father  Ingersoll  has  resigned  as  Dean  of  the  Pro-Cathe¬ 
dral  to  take  effect  August  31,  19  4  2,  and  asked  that  the  Council  elect 
him  Secretary  that  he  might  continue  in  office  during  the  summer 
and  thus  be  able  to  complete  the  publication  of  the  Diocesan  Journal 
which  has  already  been  commenced.  Father  IngersolTs  nomination 
was  seconded  by  Father  Wheatley  and  it  was  moved  that  nominations 
be  closed  and  that  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  cast  the  unanimous 
ballot  of  the  Council  for  the  Secretary.  The  Secretary  then  requested 
the  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy  to  act  as  Assistant  Secretary;  Father 
Langendorff  moved  confirmation  of  this  appointment,  which  nomin¬ 
ation  was  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

TREASURER  OF  THE  DIOCESE— Major  James  H.  Haberly 
was  nominated  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  On  motion  duly  made, 
the  nominations  were  declared  to  be  closed  and  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for  Major  Haberly.  This 
was  done  and  he  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

TREASURER  OF  MISSIONARY  FUNDS— Mr.  Fred  N.  Smith 
was  nominated  as  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds.  On  motion  duly 
made,  nominations  were  declared  to  be  closed  and  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for  Mr.  Smith.  This  was 
done  and  he  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected.  The  Bishop  requested 
that  the  Council  again  confirm  his  appointment  of  Mr.  Donald  B. 
Smith,  cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Mishawaka,  as  Assist¬ 
ant  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds,  as  they  had  done  the  previous 
year.  Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Haberly,  this  appointment  was  confirmed 
by  the  vote  of  the  Council. 

CHANCELLOR  OF  THE  DIOCESE  —  The  chair  advised  the 
Council  that  there  was  no  election  for  this  office  until  194  4. 

REGISTRAR  OF  THE  DIOCESE — The  Reverend  Peter  Langen¬ 
dorff  was  nominated  by  Father  Ferguson  and  upon  motion  the  nom¬ 
inations  were  declared  to  be  closed,  the  rules  suspended,  and  the 
Secretary  instructed  to  cast  a  unanimous  ballot  for  Father  Langen¬ 
dorff  as  Registrar  of  the  Diocese.  This  was  done  and  he  was  de¬ 
clared  to  be  duly  elected. 

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE  (One  vacancy)— Father  Lang¬ 
endorff  moved  that  the  Council  re-elect  Mr.  F.  N.  Smith  to  succeed 
himself  as  a  trustee  of  the  Diocese  for  a  term  of  three  years  (term 
to  expire  1945).  Mr.  Sawyer  moved  the  nominations  be, closed  and 
the  rules  suspended  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
ballot  of  the  Council  for  Mr.  F.  N.  Smith.  This  was  done  and  he  was 
declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

BOARD  OF  EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS— The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  announced  his  nominations  to  the  Board  of  Examining  Chap¬ 
lains  as  follows:  The  Reverend  Dom  Paul  Severance,  O.S.B.,  the 
Reverend  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  the  Reverend  Virgil  P.  Stewart,  and 
the  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff.  Upon  motion  by  Major  Haberly 
these  nominations  were  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER — It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
same  remain  in  office  as  of  last  year;  namely,  the  Reverend  Earl  T. 
Jennings,  the  Reverend  Lawrence  C.  Ferguson,  Major  James  H.  Hab¬ 
erly,  Mr.  Edward  C.  Borneman.  Upon  motion  the  Rules  of  Order 
were  suspended  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot 
of  the  Council;  whereupon  the  above  were  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 
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NOMINATIONS 

STANDING  COMMITTEE — The  following  were  nominated  from 
the  floor  of  the  Council  for  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
five  to  be  elected:  The  Reverend  Fathers  Lawrence  C.  Ferguson,  J. 
McNeal  Wheatley,  William  A.  Driver,  Robert  J.  Murphy,  Peter  Lang- 
endorff,  George  J.  Childs,  Richard  D.  Taylor,  and  Virgil  P.  Stewart. 
It  mas  moved  and  seconded  that  the  nominations  be  closed.  Motion 
carried. 

DEPUTIES  TO  THE  PROVINCIAL  SYNOD— Clerical  Deputies: 
The  following  were  nominated  from  the  floor  of  the  Council  to  act  as 
clerical  deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod  at  a  time  and  place  to  be 
announced  (four  to  be  elected):  the  Reverend  Fathers  Harold  G. 
Kappes,  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  William  A.  Driver,  Richard  D.  Taylor, 
Peter  Langendorff,  Virgil  P.  Stewart,  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson,  and  George 
G.  Shilling.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  nominations  be 
closed.  Motion  carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  all  those  named  be  nominated 
as  clerical  deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  and  that  all  those  not 
elected  be  automatically  nominated  as  alternate  deputies,  subject  to 
election.  Motion  carried. 

Lay  Deputies:  The  following  were  nominated  from  the  floor  of 
the  Council  to  act  as  lay  deputies  from  the  Diocese  to  the  Provincial 
Synod  (four  to  be  elected) :  Major  James  H.  Haberly,  Major  Frank 
M.  Little,  and  the  Messrs.  Frank  H.  Whitmore,  Charles  M.  Richard¬ 
son,  Milton  Latta,  George  J.  Derbyshire.  Fritz  W.  Alexander,  and 
W.  W.  Vail.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  nominations  be 
closed.  Motion  carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  all  those  named  be  nominated 
as  lay  deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  and  that  all  those  not  elected 
be  automatically  nominated  as  alternate  lay  deputies,  subject  to 
election. 

BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL — (Three  priests  and  three  laymen  to 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years). 

Clerical  Nominations:  The  following  were  nominated  from  the 
floor  of  the  Council  to  serve  on  the  Bishop  and  Council  (terms  expir¬ 
ing  in  194  5):  The  Reverend  Fathers  William  A.  Driver,  Richard  D. 
Taylor,  and  Robert  J.  Murphy.  It  was  moved  that  the  nominations 
be  closed  and  that  the  Rules  of  Order  be  suspended  and  the  Secretary 
be  instructed  to  cast  a  ballot  for  the  unanimous  election  of  these 
three  priests  to  the  Council.  Motion  carried  and  they  were  declared 
duly  elected. 

Lay  Nominations:  The  following  were  nominated  by  the  Council 
to  serve  as  lay  members  on  the  Bishop  and  Council  (terms  expiring 
in  1945):  Major  Frank  M.  Little  and  the  Messrs.  Arthur  May,  E.  C. 
Borneman,  Dean  Shanahan,  Hugh  Lawrence,  and  Robert  Lockton. 
It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  nominations  be  closed  and  the 
motion  was  carried. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  the  ballots  prepared  by  the 
printer  during  the  lunch  period  and  the  Council  was  informed  that 
the  Rules  of  Order  provided  that  the  elections  take  place  at  2  p.m., 
immediately  after  the  luncheon. 
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STANDING  COMMITTEES 
Appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 

The  Bishop  then  announced  his  appointment  of  persons  to  serve 
on  those  Standing  Committees  of  the  Diocese  which  are  to  report  to 
the  Council  of  19  43  (for  the  list  of  the  Standing  Committees,  together 
with  the  members  of  the  same,  see  page  7).  No  Committee  on 
Memorials  was  appointed. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEES 
AND  THE  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

The  attention  of  the  Council  was  called  to  the  fact  that  a  num¬ 
ber  of  the  departmental  reports  had  been  already  printed  and  dis¬ 
tributed  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  in  order  to  expedite  the 
business  of  the  day  and  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  a  closer  study 
of  the  work  of  the  departments. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Mr.  Frank  H.  Whitmore  (see  page  3  0).  In  regard  to  this 
report,  the  Bishop  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  item  of  un¬ 
finished  business  has  already  been  disposed  of  by  reference  in  his 
Address,  and  that  a  more  detailed  report  will  be  submitted  by  the 
Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  at  a  later  hour  in  this  Council.  It 
was  moved  that  the  report  be  accepted.  Motion  carried. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Committee  on  Admission  of  New 
Parishes. 

The  Report  of  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  was  presented  by 
the  Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheatley  and  upon  motion,  seconded  and 
carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  3  0). 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  had  been  presented  earlier 
by  Father  Driver  as  Secretary  and  in  his  absence  the  Council  was 
referred  to  the  printed  reports  in  order  to  study  the  report  of  this 
committee  for '  themselves.  Upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried,  it 
was  accepted.  (See  page  31). 

The  report  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  presented  by  the  Very 
Reverend  Russell  R.  Ingersoll,  Secretary,  and  upon  motion,  seconded 
and  carried,  it  was  accepted.  (See  page  31). 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  presented  by  Mr.  Seth 
F.  Green,  chairman,  who  also  submitted  for  the  committee  the  Budget 
that  had  been  adopted  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  for  presentation 
to  this  body.  Mr.  Sawyer  moved  that  the  report  of  the  committee 
and  the  budget  as  presented,  be  accepted  and  approved  and  adopted 
by  the  Council.  This  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried.  (For 
the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  see  page  33;  for  the  Budget, 
see  page  62). 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  presented  by 
Major  Haberly,  who  said  in  presenting  the  report  that  this  Council 
was  one  of  the  happiest  he  had  attended  since  he  had  been  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese.  Only  two  parishes  are  delinquent,  this  being  the 
smallest  number  of  delinquencies  at  any  Diocesan  Council  in  recent 
years.  Major  Haberly  said  that  in  his  opinion  we  are  making  splendid 
progress.  Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  together  with  its  audit,  was  accepted  by  the 
Council. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  was  presented 
by  the  Bishop  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Fred  N.  Smith.  It  was  moved 
that  the  report  and  its  audit  be  accepted.  The  motion  was  carried. 
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The  report  of  the  Department  of  Missions,  together  with  a  sub- 
reporc  on  tne  preliminary  work  being  done  at  the  Kingsbury  Ordnance 
Plant  was  presented  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Department.  (For  the 
report  of  the  Department  of  Missions,  see  page  33;  for  the  sub-report 
of  the  Committee  on  Work  in  the  Industrial  Defense  Area,  see  page 
34).  As  a  result  of  the  sub-report,  there  was  considerable  discussion 
over  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Work  in  the  Industrial  Defense 
Areas.  The  question  was  raised  by  Father  Patterson  whether  or  not 
there  was  something  that  the  constituency  of  this  Council  might  do 
to  help  the  Bishop  find  a  priest  who  could  go  into  this  area.  The 
Bishop  expressed  appreciation  of  anything  they  could  do  to  this  end 
and  related  his  own  efforts,  so  far  entirely  unsuccessful,  to  obtain  a 
priest  for  the  work  at  Kingsbury.  Father  Foster  observed  that  the 
responsibility  placed  upon  the  Diocese  was  indeed  flattering,  but  he 
wondered  if  it  might  not  be  advisable,  in  view  of  the  small  sum  of 
money  available,  to  ask  the  National  Council  to  relieve  this  Diocese 
of  its  responsibility  in  order  that  the  work  might  be  once  again  turned 
back  to  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches.  He  expressed  himself  as 
believing  that  the  whole  matter  should  be  put  on  the  shelf.  Father 
Langendorff  replied  expressing  the  belief  that  if  the  Bishop  were  to 
go  to  New  York  he  would  be  able  to  obtain  an  additional  sum  from 
the  National  Council.  However,  the  Bishop  advised  Father  Langen¬ 
dorff  and  the  Council  that  the  National  Council  at  this  time  has  only 
$10,000  available  for  all  industrial  defense  work  in  all  parts  of  the 
country  and  that  since  we  have  been  offered  one-tenth  of  this  entire 
sum,  it  is  doubtful  if  any  more  will  be  forthcoming  for  a  while. 
Father  Childs  vigorously  opposed  the  suggestion  that  the  matter  be 
tabled,  expressing  himself  as  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  do  what 
we  can  in  this  industrial  defense  area  even  though  in  only  a  small  way 
at  the  start,  pointing  out  that  there  is  a  distinct  and  tremendous 
responsibility  facing  the  Church  at  this  time.  In  his  opinion,  if  the 
right  man  goes  into  that  field  the  Diocese  need  have  no  worry  for 
the  future,  for  if  the  defense  plant  should  close  after  the  war  (which 
seems  unlikely),  that  priest  would  have  built  up  a  sufficient  work 
so  that  it  could  be  carried  on  in  the  neighboring  communities  of 
Walkerton  and  Knox,  etc.,  areas  in  which  we  have  never  done  any 
missionary  work  so  far.  Father  Childs  reminded  the  Council  that 
what  is  needed  is  not  necessarily  a  man  of  great  attainments,  but 
rather,  a  zealous  priest,  one  who  has  a  sense  of  missionary  responsi¬ 
bility  and  a  missionary  urge  and  a  love  of  people.  He  expressed 
himself  further  to  the  effect  that  it  would  be  a  lasting  disgrace  for 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese  if  that  Church  through  this  body  were  to 
go  on  record  as  saying  that  it  was  not  big  enough  to  handle  the  work 
in  the  industrial  defense  areas  and  were  to  pull  out  and  leave  it 
to  someone  else. 

Father  Wheatley  took  the  floor  of  the  Council  and  spoke  elo¬ 
quently  in  behalf  of  the  Church’s  accepting  the  challenge  laid  before 
it  by  the  needs  of  the  Kingsbury  Ordnance  Plant  and  said  that  he 
objected  to  anyone’s  saying  that  this  Church  was  not  great  enough 
to  accept  this  responsibility.  “If  we  would  all  sweat  a  little  more,” 
he  said,  “and  give  a  little  more  and  work  a  little  more,  there  would 
be  no  need  for  such  discussion  as  this.”  Father  Langendorff,  express¬ 
ing  equal  concern  for  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  this  work,  said  that 
he  would  be  only  too  happy  to  have  the  Bishop  approach  certain 
members  of  his  parish  and  appeal  to  them  to  underwrite  this  project 
long  enough  for  it  to  be  got  under  way.  The  Bishop  thanked  Father 
Langendorff  for  his  offer,  adding  that  at  the  moment  the  problem 
did  not  seem  to  be  so  much  financial  as  vocational, — that  no  matter 
how  much  the  salary,  a  priest  would  not  leave  some  other  cure  for  the 
sort  of  work  that  has  to  be  done  at  Kingsbury  unless  he  were  truly 
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missionary  mirided  and  anxious  to  accept  the  sort  of  challenge  this 
work  offers. 

The  Council  was  reminded  of  the  noon  hour,  whereupon  Noon-Day 
Intercessions  were  offered  by  the  Bishop. 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education,  including 
in  this  the  sub-reports  of  the  various  committee  chairmen,  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  chairman  of  the  Department,  Father  Wheatley,  and 
upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  3  6). 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  was 
presented  by  Father  Kappes,  chairman,  and  upon  motion,  seconded 
and  carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  4  0). 

The  report  of  the  Field  Department  had  been  previously  pre¬ 
sented  by  Father  Driver,  chairman,  and  the  Council  was  referred  to 
the  printed  reports  in  order  that  they  might  study  this.  Upon  motion 
made,  seconded,  and  carried,  the  report  of  the  Field  Department  was 
accepted.  (See  page  40). 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Publicity  was  presented  by  the 
chairman,  Father  Murphy,  and  upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried, 
was  accepted.  (See  page  42). 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  was 
presented  by  the  Honorable  Gilbert  A.  Elliott,  chairman,  and  upon 
motion,  seconded  and  carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  44).  Mr. 
Elliott  discussed  briefly  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  National  Church  which  originated  with  the  General  Conven¬ 
tion  of  19  40.  These  changes  deal  principally  with  the  granting  of 
the  right  of  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops  to  Suffragan  Bishops,  the 
proposal  to  create  a  See  for  the  Presiding  Bishop,  an  amendment 
concerning  the  union  of  dioceses  between  sessions  of  General  Con¬ 
vention,  and  an  article  to  make  it  mandatory  that  a  Bishop  resign 
upon  reaching  the  age  of  seventy-two. 

Father  Childs  moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  next 
Council.  Major  Haberly  made  a  motion  to  the  effect  that  the  subject 
matter  be  included  in  the  printing  of  the  Journal  for  this  year  so  that 
the  facts  may  be  studied  and  digested  between  now  and  the  next 
Council  meeting  and  that  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  in¬ 
clude  this  whole  matter  on  its  agenda  for  the  Forty-fifth  Annual 
Council  in  19  4  3.  These  motions  were  carried  by  the  Council. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
had  not  been  prepared  by  the  Field  Department,  but  Father  Wheatley, 
having  studied  the  Parochial  Reports  for  the  past  year,  was  prepared 
to  make  some  general  observations.  He  noted  that  there  was  not 
as  much  confusion  evident  in  the  reports  this  year  as  in  previous 
years  and  further  that  oniy  two  missions,  Huntington  and  Garrett, 
and  one  parish.  Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  had  failed  to  submit  their 
annual  parochial  reports.  He  noted,  however,  that  40%  of  the 
figures  in  the  reports  do  not  compare  with  the  figures  in  The  Living 
Church  Annual  or  with  the  figures  in  the  Diocesan  Journal  for  last 
year  and  urged  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  take  greater  pains  in 
preparing  these  reports  where  this  is  called  for. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  had  been  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  printed  reports  prepared  for  this  Council  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  chairman.  Father  Severance,  the  attention  of  the  Council  was 
called  to  the  printed  report,  and  upon  motion,  made  and  seconded, 
his  report  was  accepted.  (See  page  4  2). 

There  was  no  report  submitted  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

The  report  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Commission  was  presented  by 
Father  Wheatley,  chairman  (see  page  43).  Father  Ferguson  asked 
if  the  parishes  listed  in  this  report  were  the  only  ones  who  have  given 
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offerings  toward  the  support  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  our 
Army  and  Navy  Commission.  The  Bishop  replied  in  the  affirmative, 
noting  that  although  a  substantial  offering  has  been  made  so  far, 
only  a  small  portion  of  the  Diocese  is  represented  and  the  hope  was 
expressed  that  those  parishes  and  missions  who  have  not  yet  answered 
the  appeal  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Commission  would  do  so  in  the 
very  near  future.  Upan  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  report  was 
accepted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  “Forward  in  Service”  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  chairman.  Father  Langendorff,  who  emphasized  again 
that  which  he  had  already  expressed  in  the  printed  report,  that  there 
should  be  closer  cooperation  between  his  committee  and  the  work 
being  done  by  the  Field  Department.  Father  Patterson  moved  that 
the  committee  be  allowed  an  appropriation  from  the  funds  of  the 
Diocese  as  requested.  The  Bishop  was  of  the  opinion  that  this  appro¬ 
priation  should  come  from  the  budget  item  allowed  the  Field  De¬ 
partment,  but  the  Secretary  explained  that  although  closer  cooi)er- 
ation  was  desirable,  there  is  no  official  connection  between  this  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Field  Department  and  he  moved  that  they  be  permit¬ 
ted  an  appropriation  of  their  own.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
budget  for  194  3  had  already  been  accepted  and  that  the  Budget 
Committee  could  not  allow  such  an  appropriation  at  this  time;  where¬ 
upon,  Father  Ingersoll  moved  that  the  committee  be  allowed  the  fifty 
dollars  left  over  in  the  Field  Department  budget  from  the  past  year. 
This  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  (See  page  41). 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  Father  Langendorff  that  a  message  be 
sent  to  those  diocesan  clergy  who  are  serving  as  chaplains  in  the 
service  of  their  country,  the  Bishop  appointed  a  committee  to  con¬ 
sider  his  address,  consisting  of  Father  Langendorff  and  Mr.  Arthur 
May  and  instructed  them  to  include  such  a  recommendation  in  their 
report. 

The  Council  adjourned  for  luncheon  at  12:30  p.m.  The  women 
of  the  host  parish  had  prepared  a  very  splendid  luncheon  which  was 
served  in  the  Guild  House  adjoining  the  Church.  The  Council  re¬ 
convened  for  the  afternoon  session  at  1:45  p.m. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
was  submitted  by  the  Honorable  Gilbert  A.  Elliott,  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese  and  secretary  of  the  Trustees,  and  upon  motion,  seconded  and 
carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  49). 

At  2  o’clock  the  Order  of  the  Day  was  called  for  and  tellers  were 
appointed  in  connection  with  the  balloting,  as  follows: 

TELLERS:  Bishop  and  Council:  Laymen — The  Rev.  Harold  G. 
Kappes  and  Mr.  David  Firth. 

Standing  Committee — The  Rev.  George  G.  Shilling  and  Col.  Bur- 
rett  B.  Bouton. 

Provincial  Synod:  Clerical — The  Dev.  Dom  Francis  Hilary  Bacon, 
O.S.B.,  and  Mr.  Thurman  G.  Hartman.  Laymen — The  Rev.  Richard 
D.  Taylor  and  Mr.  Fritz  W.  Alexander. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop’s  Address  was  read 
by  Mr.  Arthur  May,  who  noted  that  the  report  recommended  that 
appropriate  greetings  be  sent  to  the  clergy  in  the  armed  forces,  to 
certain  of  the  clergy  in  the  Diocese  receiving  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  from  Nashotah  House  this  year,  as  well  as  to  certain 
others.  It  was  moved  that  the  report  be  accepted.  Motion  carried. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop’s  Address  provoked 
further  discussion  regarding  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Church 
in  industrial  defense  areas,  and  the  Bishop  asked  the  approval  of  the 
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Council  upon  all  that  has  been  done  so  far.  A  motion  was  made  by 
Maj.  Haberly,  who  also  accepted  an  amendment  to  his  motion  made 
by  Father  Wheatley,  to  the  effect  that  this  Council  endorses  whole¬ 
heartedly  and  sincerely  the  work  being  done  in  the  Kingsbury  Ord¬ 
nance  Plant  area  and  that  further  authorization  is  given  to  the  Bishop 
and  the  sub-committee  of  the  Department  of  Missions  responsible  for 
the  prosecution  of  this  work  to  bend  every  effort  to  obtain  a  worker 
for  that  field  in  the  immediate  future.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded 
and  carried. 

Further  reference  was  made  to  the  report  that  had  been  sub¬ 
mitted  earlier  by  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  and  a  gen¬ 
eral  discussion  ensued  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  as  to  possible  ad¬ 
vantages  to  be  derived  if  the  Annual  Council  were  to  meet  at  some 
other  season  of  the  year.  Father  Murphy,  who  had  initiated  the 
original  discussion,  spoke  in  behalf  of  another  date,  explaining  that 
a  fall  meeting  would  enable  people  to  plan  more  intelligently  for 
coming  seasons  and  to  assist  in  building  up  toward  the  Annual 
Every  Member  Canvass.  It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion,  however, 
that  nothing  constructive  would  be  accomplished  if  the  Diocesan 
Council  were  to  be  held  at  any  other  time  of  the  year,  and  upon 
motion  the  matter  was  tabled. 

A  further  item  of  unfinished  business  was  the  matter  of  the  salaries 
of  missionary  clergy  in  the  Diocese,  it  being  the  feeling  that  the 
missionary  clergy  were  not  receiving  sufficient  compensation  to  meet 
the  needs  in  normal  times  and  certainly  it  is  not  sufficient  to  meet 
their  needs  in  these  times  of  increased  living  costs.  The  Bishop 
explained  that  there  was  a  goal  already  existing  of  $1800.00  for 
unmarried  clergymen  and  $18  00.0  0  with  living  quarters  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  a  married  clergyman,  and  that  at  one  time  this  goal  had 
been  attained,  although  in  recent  years  the  Diocese  had  fallen  con¬ 
siderably  below  that  goal.  The  point  was  made  that  the  Bishop  and 
Council  had  been  asked  a  year  or  so  previous  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  review  the  entire  situation  and  make  recommendations,  but  such 
a  committee  had  not  yet  been  appointed.  Father  Murphy  moved  that 
this  Council  refer  the  whole  question  of  missionary  stipends  in  the 
Diocese  to  the  Department  of  Missions  and  that  they  be  instructed 
to  ascertain  what  can  be  done  to  increase  the  salaries  and  that  further 
they  be  instructed  to  refer  the  matter  back  with  recommendations, 
either  to  the  Bishop  and  Council  or  to  the  Forty-fifth  Annual  Council 
meeting  in  1943.  This  motion  being  seconded,  it  was  carried. 


ELECTION  RETURNS 

The  report  of  the  Tellers  was  then  made,  with  the  following 
results:  (42  ballots  were  cast,  making  2  2  necessary  to  election) 

ELECTED  TO  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL  (for  a  term  of 
three  years  expiring  in  1945):  The  Rev.  William  A.  Driver,  the  Rev. 
Richard  D.  Taylor,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Murphy  had  been  elected 
at  the  morning  session.  On  the  first  ballot  the  following  lay  mem¬ 
bers  were  elected:  Maj.  Frank  M.  Little,  Mr.  E.  C.  Borneman,  and  Mr. 
Robert  Lockton. 
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ELECTED  TO  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE:  On  the  first 
ballot  it  was  found  that  the  following  had  been  elected:  the  Reverend 
Fathers  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  Lawrence  C.  Ferguson,  William  A. 
Driver,  Peter  Langendorff,  and  Virgil  P.  Stewart. 

ELECTED  AS  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  PROVINCIAL  SYNOD: 
On  the  first  ballot  it  was  found  that  the  Reverend  Fathers  J.  McNeal 
Wheatley,  William  A.  Driver,  Virgil  P.  Stewart,  and  Richard  D. 
Taylor  had  been  elected  as  Clerical  Deputies;  and  that  Maj.  James 
H.  Haberly,  Maj.  Frank  M.  Little,  Mr.  Frank  H.  Whitmore,  and  Mr. 
Milton  Latta  had  been  elected  as  Lay  Deputies.  The  Clerical  Alter¬ 
nates  elected  on  the  first  ballot  are:  The  Reverend  Fathers  Harold 
G.  Kappes,  Peter  Langendorff,  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson,  and  George  G. 
Shilling.  The  Lay  Alternates  elected  on  the  first  ballot  are:  Mr. 
W.  W.  Vail,  Mr.  Fritz  W.  Alexander,  Mr.  Charles  M.  Richardson, 
and  Mr.  George  J.  Derbyshire. 

Father  Childs  expressed  appreciation  of  the  work  that  has  been 
done  in  the  past  three  years  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  as  well 
as  his  regrets  that  the  Secretary  has  resigned  his  cure  and  is  shortly 
to  leave  the  Diocese.  He  said  he  knew  he  was  expressing  the  senti¬ 
ment  of  the  entire  Coucnil  in  commending  Father  Ingersoll  “for  his 
meticulous  interest  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  and 
wishing  him  God-speed  in  his  new  work,”  and  moved  that  this  Council 
express  their  appreciation  by  a  rising  vote  of  thanks.  This  was  done. 

Expressions  of  appreciation  were  also  extended  to  the  rector  and 
congregation  of  St.  Thomas’  Church,  Plymouth,  for  the  courtesy  with 
which  they  had  received  this  Council  and  the  hospitality  that  had 
been  evidenced.  Father  Murphy  invited  the  Forty-fifth  Annual  Coun¬ 
cil  to  meet  at  Howe  School,  which  invitation  was  accepted  and  the 
date  of  Wednesday,  May  5,  194  3  was  decided  upon. 

The  elections  having  been  completed  and  there  being  no  further 
business  before  the  Council,  the  chair  instructed  the  Secretary  to 
inform  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  of  the  date  and 
place  of  meeting  of  the  Forty-fifth  Annual  Council  in  due  time,  and 
then  entertained  a  motion  for  adjournment. 

After  singing  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis  and  receiving  the  Benedic¬ 
tion  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  was  declared  to  be  duly  adjourned  at 
2:55  p.rn.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS

THE  RIGHT  REVEREND  CAMPBELL  GRAY,  D.D.,  S.T.D. 


To  The 


FORTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 


of  the  Church  in  the 
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“Ye  now  therefore  have  sorrow;  but  I  will  see  you  again,  and 
your  heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your  joy  no  man  taketh  from  you.” 
—St.  John  XVI:  20. 

These  words,  while  they  occur  in  that  portion  of  the  Gospel 
appointed  to  be  read  during  Eastertide,  were  spoken  by  Our  Lord 
before  Good  Friday  and  Easter.  They  refer  not  primarily  to  the 
joy  of  everlasting  life,  after  the  suffering  of  this  present  world  is 
over.  Our  Lord  was  preparing  His  apostles  and  other  disciples  for 
His  Passion,  Crucifixion,  and  Resurrection.  Passiontide  and  Easter¬ 
tide  are  inseparably  bound  up  together.  We  observe  them  at  differ¬ 
ent  seasons  because  we  think  in  terms  of  time.  But  it  is  one  great  act. 

The  joy  comes  out  of  the  fearless  enduring  of  the  suffering. 
The  victory  is  in  the  solving  of  the  problem.  His  peace  comes  to  us 
as  we  carry  on  our  daily  work  to  do  His  will  in  the  midst  of  and  in 
spite  of  the  surrounding  turmoil,  tumult,  and  danger.  The  Cross  is 
the  Crown.  It  is  from  the  Cross  that  He  as  Prophet  proclaims  the 
joy  of  the  Gospel.  It  is  from  the  Cross  that  He  as  Priest  bestows 
the  peace  of  God  which  passeth  human  understanding.  It  is  from 
the  Cross  that  He  as  King  reigns  in  triumphant  glory.  This  power 
Our  Dear  Lord  gives  to  us  that  we  may  know  Him,  and  the  power 
of  His  Resurrection,  and  the  fellowship  of  His  sufferings,  being  made 
conformable  unto  His  death;  if  by  any  means  we  may  attain  unto  the 
Resurrection  of  the  dead. 
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This  promise  of  joy  was  given  by  Our  Lord  in  the  midst  of  His 
Passion  and  in  connection  with  His  institution  of  the  Holy  Eucharist 
and  so  year  by  year,  out  of  the  purple  and  the  black  of  Passiontide 
and  Holy  Week,  we  break  forth  into  the  exultant  joy  of  the  festival 
Eucharist  on  Maundy  Thursday  with  the  adornment  of  white  vest¬ 
ments,  flowers  and  candles,  and  sing  with  ecstasy  the  Gloria  in 
Excelsis  Deo.  And  all  through  Eastertide  our  liturgical  Scriptures 
continue  to  refer  us  back  to  the  Passion. 

A  great  many  years  later,  when  St.  John  the  Divine  was  a  pris¬ 
oner  on  the  Isle  of  Patmos,  entering  more  fully  than  ever  into  the 
fellowship  of  His  Master’s  sufferings,  he  was  in  the  spirit  on  the 
Lord’s  Day.  It  was  probably  the  first  Lord’s  Day  since  Pentecost 
that  he  had  been  unable  to  obey  the  Lord’s  dying  command  and  as  he 
could  not  celebrate  the  Holy  Eucharist  on  earth,  he  was  permitted 
to  enter  into  j;hat  Divine  Liturgy  in  Heaven.  St.  John  says,  “A  door 
was  opened  in  Heaven.”  He  then  proceeds  to  describe  his  vision  of 
the  heavenly  worship.  The  inner  structure  of  the  Book  of  Revelation 
is  the  same  as  the  inner  structure  of  the  Holy  Eucharist.  As  the 
door  was  opened  in  Heaven  on  Maundy  Thursday,  so  the  door  was 
opened  in  Heaven  again  on  the  Isle  of  Patmos. 

This  is  life,  that  is,  it  is  the  life  illumined  and  strengthened  by 
grace.  I  know  that  it  is  the  experience  of  us  all  that  whenever  the 
clouds  are  blackest,  the  Light  shines  through.  In  the  dark  and 
gloomy  days  of  this  present  time  we  are  here  this  morning  first  and 
foremost  engaged  in  doing  what  Our  Blessed  Lord  did  on  Maundy 
Thursday  in  the  midst  of  His  Passion  and  are  lifted  up  into  the 
heavenly  glory  as  St.  John  was  in  his  darkest  hour  of  imprisonment. 
This  is  not  for  ourselves  alone,  but  it  is  the  only  hope  for  the  world. 
Let  us  go  forth  from  here  today  with  the  determination,  priests  and 
people,  to  keep  the  door  open  in  Heaven,  that  the  world  may  know 
the  Master  and  that  we  may  draw  all  men  unto  Him. 


Trinity,  South  Bend 

The  most  outstanding  need  in  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
is  a  new  church  for  Trinity  Hungarian  Mission  in  South  Bend  which 
will  be  adequate  in  size  and  in  its  appointments  for  the  worship  of 
God  in  the  beauty  of  holiness.  We,  of  course,  could  not  build  a  new 
church  right  now,  if  we  had  the  money  with  which  to  build  it,  but  this 
is  the  time  to  be  preparing  for  the  future  when  building  will  be 
possible.  I  shall  not  dwell  here  upon  the  storm  that  almost  destroyed 
the  temporary  building  in  which  this  congregation  is  worshipping 
and  all  the  other  details  of  this  need,  because  it  has  been  published 
in  The  Pastoral  Staff.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  congregation  them¬ 
selves,  through  sacrificial  giving,  have  already  raised  something  over 
two  thousand  dollars.  The  Young  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
Woman’s  Auxiliary  have  also  helped.  The  entire  Diocese  ought  to 
get  behind  this  project.  The  officials  of  National  Council,  after  a 
visit  here  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Domestic 
Missions,  have  expressed  their  deep  interest  and  have  assured  us 
that,  when  the  time  comes,  help  will  surely  be  forthcoming  from  that 
source. 


Industrial  Defense  Area 

Another  equally  important  need  and  a  very  immediate  need, 
which  is  missionary,  educational,  and  social,  is  the  prosecution  of 
work  in  the  Industrial  Defense  Area  at  and  around  Kingsbury.  You 
shall  have  a  full  account  on  this  later  on  during  our  session  which 
will  show  what  we  have  already  done,  our  cooperation  with  National

Council,  and  our  proposed  course  of  action,  and  therefore  I  shall  not 
dwell  further  upon  it  in  this  address,  but  shall  be  glad  to  amplify 
the  report  when  it  is  presented  for  our  full  and  free  discussion.

The  Isolated 

Another  missionary  opportunity  in  the  Diocese  is  work  among 
the  isolated  in  towns  where  we  have  no  organized  parish  or  mission 
and  throughout  the  rural  areas.  From  time  to  time  during  the  past 
years  we  have  tried  to  do  something  along  this  line  but  with  very 
little  success.  Last  winter  Miss  Marie  Turley,  our  U.T.O.  worker, 
was  in  New  York  at  a  conference  and  course  of  study  which  has 
prepared  her  to  undertake  this  work  and  I  hope  that  we  can  all 
cooperate  with  her  in  a  vigorous  prosecution  thereof. 


Howe  Conference 

I  beg  your  enthusiastic  support  of  the  Summer  Conference  at 
Howe  this  coming  June.  Present  conditions  will  of  course  present 
problems  in  the  matter  of  transportation  and  enrollment,  but  this 
conference  is  so  vital  to  our  work  and  to  the  whole  life  of  the  Diocese 
that  I  believe  we  will  not  go  backwards  this  year  but,  in  spite  of  dif¬ 
ficulties,  continue  to  go  forward. 


Missionary  Expectancy 

Last  year  we  set  as  a  goal  for  19  42  an  Expectancy  of  $3200.00. 
This,  in  round  numbers,  was  the  sum  of  our  19  41  Expectancy,  plus 
our  1941  overpayment,  plus  our  special  gift  to  British  Missions. 
After  receiving  the  returns  from  the  Every  Member  Canvass  of  all 
parishes  and  missions  in  January,  19  4  2,  your  Bishop  and  Council, 
after  very  serious  consideration,  decided  that  we  had  not  reached 
the  goal  of  $3200.00,  but  that  we  would  try  to  pay  $3000.00  in  1942, 
which  would  include  British  Missions,  so  as  not  to  have  a  special 
campaign  this  year  for  that  purpose.  We  asked  the  children  for  a 
Mite  Box  Offering  1942  of  $1300.00.  The  returns  are  not  all  yet  in, 
but  it  looks  as  though  the  Mite  Box  Offering  would  very  closely  ap¬ 
proach  $150  0.0  0.  The  women  have  voted  $10  0.00  and  the  Missionary 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  paying  at  the  rate  of  $1300.00.  Esti¬ 
mating  from  incomplete  figures  and  expecting  parishes  and  missions 
to  continue  to  pay  through  the  rest  of  the  year  as  they  have  thus 
far,  it  looks  as  though  we  would  have  to  find  somewhere  between 
$100.00  and  $15  0.00  from  some  source,  so  as  to  meet  our  full  Ex¬ 
pectancy  of  $3,000.00  by  December  31,  1942. 


The  Departed 

On  April  21,  19  42,  the  Right  Reverend  Herman  Page,  D.D.,  re¬ 
tired  Bishop  of  Michigan  and  Acting  Bishop  of  Northern  Michigan, 
entered  into  life  eternal.  Bishop  Page  was  active  in  the  life  and 
work  of  our  Province  of  the  Mid-West  as  well  as  in  his  own  Diocese 
and  in  the  National  Council.  He  was  of  a  lovable  disposition,  a 
keen  thinker,  and  was  a  devout  follower  of  Our  Lord  and  Master. 
May  he  rest  in  peace  and  may  Light  Perpetual  shine  upon  him. 

If  there  have  been  any  deaths  in  any  of  our  parishes  and  mis¬ 
sions  of  persons  prominent  in  the  life  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese, 
will  you  see  that  their  names,  together  with  the  data  concerning 
them,  are  given  to  the  Committee  on  Memorials. 
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Clerical  Changes 

Since  the  last  Council,  May  1,  1941,  there  have  been  no  changes 
affecting  the  cure  of  any  of  our  staff  of  clergy.  Two  of  our  priests 
have  been  given  leave  of  absence  to  serve  in  the  armed  forces  of  our 
country  and  there  has  been  one  ordination  to  the  diaconate. 

The  Rev  William  Edward  Hoffenbacher,  rector  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Easx  Chicago,  and  priest-in-charge  of  St.  Alban’s,  Indiana 
Harbor,  had  already  entered  active  service  before  the  last  Council. 
His  present  address  is:  Chaplain  William  E.  Hoffenbacher,  Head¬ 
quarters  V  Army  Corps,  A.P.O.  305,  %  Postmaster,  New  York,  N.  Y. 

The  Rev.  Earl  T.  Jennings,  principal  of  the  Lower  School  at 
Howe,  left  soon  after  Commencement  last  year  and  his  address  is: 
Chaplain  Earl  T.  Jennings,  Office  of  the  Chaplain,  Fort  Moultrie, 
South  Carolina. 

The  Rev.  Sydney  H.  B.  Croft,  rector  of  Gethsemane  Church, 
Marion,  and  priest-in-charge  of  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City,  and  St.  Luke’s, 
Hartford  City,  left  soon  after  Easter  and  his  address  is:  Chaplain 
S.  H.  Croft,  Army  Air  Base,  Sarasota,  Florida. 

These  our  brethren,  absent  from  us  in  the  body,  are  present  here 
this  morning  in  the  fellowship  of  our  Eucharistic  sacrifice.  Some 
message  should  go  to  them  from  the  Council  assembled  here  today 
and  I  am  sure  that  they  would  all  appreciate  personal  letters  from 
their  brother  clergy  and  any  others  who  may  feel  disposed  to  write 
to  them. 

On  July  8,  1941,  I  ordained  to  the  diaconate  Samuel  Hanna 
Norman  Elliott  in  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  with  the  Venerable 
J.  McNeal  Wheatley  presenting  him  and  the  Rev.  Sydney  H.  B.  Croft 
preaching  the  sermon.  .During  this  academic  year,  Mr.  Elliott  has 
continued  the  pursuit  of  his  studies  at  Nashotah  House  and  is  look¬ 
ing  forward  to  his  ordination  to  the  priesthood  in  the  near  future. 

Clergy  Absent  by  Reason  of  Age  and  Infirmity 

Absent  from  us  today  by  reason  of  age  or  infirmity  are  three  of 
our  well  beloved  priests:  The  Rev.  L.  W.  Applegate,  the  Rev.  Wil¬ 
liam  J.  Cordick,  and  the  Rev.  Edwin  E.  Smith.  A  message  should 
go  to  each  of  these  priests  from  this  Council  conveying  our  affection¬ 
ate  greetings  and  assuring  them  of  our  remembrance  of  them  in  our 
prayers. 


Clergy  Honored 

Nashotah  House  has  honored  itself  by  honoring  with  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity  the  Reverend  William  J.  Cordick,  the  Reverend 
Lawrence  C.  Ferguson,  and  the  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy.  These 
doctorates  will  be  conferred  at  Commencement  on  Thursday,  May 
the  twenty-first,  at  Nashotah  House.  A  resolution  of  congratulations 
to  these  priests  would  be  appropriate  from  this  Council.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  begs  leave  to  report  that 
it  finds  four  matters  which  were  discussed  at  the  preceding  meeting 
of  the  Council  which  await  further  consideration  and  action  at  the 
hands  of  the  present  Council. 

The  Committee  lists  these  items  of  Unfinished  Business  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

1.  A  report  on  the  response  of  the  Diocese  to  the  acceptance 
of  a  goal  of  $3200.00  as  a  missionary  expectancy;  this  goal  being  a 
response  to  the  request  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  and  to  include 
missionary  giving  toward  the  support  of  the  missionary  work  of 
the  Anglican  Communion. 

2.  The  present  Council  awaits  a  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons  regarding  the  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  National  Church,  made  at  the  General  Convention  of  1940. 

3.  At  the  preceding  Council  meeting  the  report  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council  referred  to  the  desirability  of  having  the  Council  meet¬ 
ing  held  during  the  fall  of  the  year  instead  of  during  the  spring 
and  the  report  recommended  that  the  matter  be  placel  before  that 
present  Council  for  its  consideration. 

4.  The  previous  Council  was  asked  to  appoint  a  Committee 
which  should  take  under  consideration  the  salaries  of  missionary 
clergy  within  the  Diocese,  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  minimum 
salary.

REPORT  OF  ARCHDEACON 

The  activities  of  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  consisted  of  three  baptisms  in  rural  areas,  namely  Albion, 
Auburn,  and  Bluffton,  one  wedding  in  Auburn  and  a  funeral  in  Colum¬ 
bia  City. 

In  addition  to  these  activities,  several  conferences  were  held  with 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  concerning  rural  work  and  some  correspond¬ 
ence  with  officials  of  the  National  Church.  It  would  also  be  well  to 
report  that  visits  were  made  to  several  County  and  State  Institu¬ 
tions  such  as  old  peoples  homes  and  orphanages,  to  determine  whether 
there  were  any  within  the  institutions  for  whom  the  Church  should 
assume  responsibility. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  scope  of  this  work  can  be  broadened  as  time 
and  financial  assistance  permit.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
respectfully  presents  its  report  to  the  Annual  Diocesan  Council. 

May  21,  19  41.  The  standing  committee  met  for  organization  at 
St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend.  Present,  the  Rev.  Frs.  Ferguson, 
Childs,  Langendorff,  and  Driver.  Fr.  Ferguson  was  elected  president 
and  Fr.  Driver,  secretary. 

July  2,  1941.  A  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  held 
in  the  Rector’s  Office  of  St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend.  Present  were 
Frs.  Ferguson,  Wheatley,  Langendorff.  The  committee  approved  the 
election  of  the  Very  Rev.  Noble  Cilley  Powell,  D.  D.,  to  be  bishop 
co-adjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland.  In  the  matter  of  Mr.  Samuel 
Norman  Elliott,  desiring  to  be  ordered  a  deacon  in  the  Church,  the 
committee  recommended  his  ordination,  and  also  accepted  on  his  be¬ 
half  an  academic  year  in  lieu  of  a  calendar  year,  thus  shortening  the 
time  of  his  diaconate. 

September  8,  1941.  The  committee  met  at  St.  James’  Church, 
South  Bend,  Fathers  Ferguson,  Driver,  Langendorff,  and  Childs  be¬ 
ing  present.  Eugene  Paul  Parker  was  recommended  for  admission 
as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

March  3,  19  42.  By  mail,  consent  was  given  for  the  consecration 
of  four  missionary  bishops-elect,  and  the  bishop-elect  of  Long  Island. 

March  3  0,  1942.  By  mail,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of 
Virginia  to  elect  a  suffragan  bishop.

REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

Four  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  were  held  since  the 
Forty-third  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese,  viz..  May  21  and  Septem¬ 
ber  21,  19  41,  February  2  3  and  April  9,  1942.  At  the  first  meeting, 
that  of  May  21,  1941,  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  organized  into 
Departments. 

During  a  course  of  discussions  it  seemed  advisable  to  reorganize 
the  Department  of  Christian  Education.  This  Department  was  sub¬ 
divided  into  sub-committees,  each  of  which  is  to  function  independ¬ 
ently  of  each  other  and  to  have  whatever  authority  is  necessary  for 
the  prosecution  of  their  programs,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  head 
of  the  Department.  These  are  to  be  designated  as  the  Committee  on 
the  Summer  Conference,  the  Committee  on  Church  School  Work,  and 
the  Committee  on  Youth  Work,  each  to  have  its  own  chairman  and 
each  to  submit  its  own  report  as  a  sub-report  of  the  Department  to 
the  Annual  Council.  It  was  also  decided  that  Miss  Turley,  the  U.T.O. 
Advisor  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education,  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  in  the  future  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council,  in  order  that  in  her  capacity  as  adviser  and  coordinator  her 
abilities  may  be  used  to  fullest  advantage.

The  Bishop  and  Council  accepted  for  the  Diocese  the  gift  of  the 
property  at  Lake  Wawasee  extending  from  the  back  of  the  chapel 
to  the  road  and  including  the  garage.  This  garage  has  been  rebuilt 
as  a  summer  cottage  for  the  Bishop.  At  the  fall  meeting  the  reports 
of  the  Departments  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  were  presented,  each 
Department  outlining  its  plan  of  action  and  program  for  the  fall,, 
winter,  and  spring. 

At  the  meeting  in  January,  the  Field  Department  announced  its 
expectancy  for  19  42,  noting  a  slight  increase  over  the  expectancy  of 
the  previous  year.  In  considering  the  anticipated  income,  attention 
was  also  called  to  the  fact  that  there  would  be  several  special  offer¬ 
ings  called  for  during  the  course  of  the  coming  year,  including  an¬ 
other  request  for  support  of  British  Missions  and  a  request  for  the 
support  of  a  drive  by  the  Army  and  Navy  Commission.  In  regard 
to  this  latter  the  Council  was  informed  of  the  creation  of  a  diocesan 
Army  and  Navy  Commission  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Vener¬ 
able  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  with  Father  Taylor  as  secretary  and  Major 
Little  as  treasurer.  A  report  was  made  of  the  literature  that  was 
being  sent  to  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  by  the  Commission  and  plans 
were  formulated  for  the  receiving  of  gifts  and  offerings  throughout 
the  Diocese  for  the  work  of  the  National  Commission. 

The  principle  matter  laid  before  the  Bishop  and  Council  at  its 
January  meeting  was  in  connection  with  the  Kingsbury  Ordnance 
Plant.  Father  Childs  and  Miss  Turley  gave  a  detailed  report  of  the 
survey  that  has  been  conducted  at  the  Kingsbury  Ordnance  Plant, 
following  which  Miss  Turley  submitted  a  report  of  her  conferences 
with  the  Rev.  Dr.  MacGregor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wieland,  the  Rev.  Fr. 
Samuelson,  and  Miss  Margaret  I.  Marston,  while  she  was  in  New 
York  City.  Mrs.  Happ  reported  on  the  discussions  that  took  place 
at  a  meeting  of  the  National  Council  regarding  this  work  and  notified 
the  Bishop  and  Council  that  the  National  Council  had  voted  an  initial 
appropriation  for  the  work.  The  National  Council  has  recognized  the 
importance  of  this  work  and  given  the  Diocese  a  priority  rating,  in 
addition  to  which  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  has  been  informed 
that  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  will  assume  full  responsibility 
for  ministering  to  the  needs  of  all  connected  with  the  Ordnance  Plant 
who  are  of  other  than  the  Roman  obedience. 

The  work  at  Kingsbury  was  assigned  to  the  Department  of 
Missions,  that  Department  being  given  power  to  act  in  whatever  way 
necessary  to  prosecute  the  work  and  a  special  committee  was  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  Department  to  go  ahead  with  plans  for  the  work  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Annual  Diocesan  Council. 

At  the  meeting  on  April  9,  1942,  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  and  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  were  received  and 
after  considering  the  requests  of  the  various  Departments  of  the 
Bishop  and  Council,  the  diocesan  expense  budget  and  the  Department 
of  Missions  budget  for  the  year  19  43  was  prepared  for  presentation 
to  the  Forty-fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese.  A  notable  change 
in  the  Department  of  Missions  budget  included  the  insertion  of  an 
item  of  $2,000.00  to  be  used  in  Industrial  Defense  Areas.  There  was 
some  discussion  over  the  difficulty  of  adjusting  the  assessment  of 
Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  so  that  it  will  accord  with  that  par¬ 
ish’s  income  and  expense  budget  and  also  meet  the  needs  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Finance  of  the  Diocese.  The  chairman  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  Mr.  Green,  was  instructed  to  meet  with  the  rector  and  vestry 
immediately  in  order  that  an  understanding  might  be  reached  before 
the  Diocesan  Council  convened.  At  this  meeting  Major  Little  also 
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submitted  a  report  of  the  offerings  received  for  the  Army  and  Navy 
Commission,  the  figures  of  which  are  given  in  detail  on  page -

Meetings  of  the  Finance  Committee  were  held  at  times  of  the 
Bishop  and  Council  meetings.  Action  taken  is  reflected  in  reports 
of  the  Diocesan  and  Mission  Treasurer’s  report.  At  the  meeting  of 
the  Bishop  and  Council  held  April  9th,  requests  from  all  the  de¬ 
partments  were  presented  and  the  Diocesan  Expense  Budget  was 
compiled  and  presented  to  the  Bishop  and  Council  for  their  approval; 
members  of  the  Bishop  and  Council,  giving  same  their  consideration,, 
gave  their  approval. 

We  herewith  present  to  you  copies  of  the  approved  Budgets  for 
the  year  194  3,  for  your  consideration,  and  move  that  they  be  adopted 
by  this  Council,  subject  to  revision  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  as 
changes  become  necessary.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MISSIONS 

The  Department  of  Missions  met  in  South  Bend  at  St.  James’ 
Church  on  October  21,  1941.  After  considering  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds,  the  Department  moved  that  the  con¬ 
tribution  of  the  Diocesan  Woman’s  Auxiliary  be  added  to  the  amount 
planned  to  be  sent  to  the  National  Council  by  the  Department,  which 
will  effect  an  overpayment  in  our  pledged  expectancy  from  this  Dio¬ 
cese  for  19  40.  The  Bishop  reported  on  the  situation  of  St.  Stephen’s, 
Hobart,  where  the  parish  leases  a  lot  for  a  nominal  sum  and  are  con¬ 
templating  buying  a  lot  of  their  own.  They  have  some  cash  on  hand 
but  need  help  from  the  Diocese.  Miss  Turley  spoke  of  the  increased 
residential  section  and  the  need  for  more  concentrated  work  in  that 
area. 

The  Bishop  spoke  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council 
and  their  decision  to  attempt  to  secure  a  priest  for  St.  Alban’s,  Indi¬ 
ana  Harbor,  and  with  this  as  a  center  to  concentrate  heavily  on  indus¬ 
trial  work  in  the  Calumet  District.  At  the  same  time,  he  expressed 
concern  over  conditions  in  the  rural  work  in  the  Diocese.  A  report 
was  given  of  the  considerable  damage  which  the  church  building  of 
the  Holy  Trinity  Hungarian  Mission  sustained  in  a  recent  storm.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  the  congregation  hoped  to  build  a  new  structure 
but  in  the  meantime  the  damage  was  so  extensive  as  to  necessitate 
immediate  repairs.  Because  of  the  great  needs  of  this  mission,  the 
Bishop  was  requested  to  communicate  with  the  proper  officials  at 
headquarters  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  help  might  be  obtained  for 
securing  a  new  building  for  the  congregation. 

It  was  further  reported  that  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  young 
people  in  the  Diocese,  the  women  of  the  diocese,  and  the  parishioners 
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of  St.  Augustine’s,  Gary,  the  work  previously  planned  there  has  been 
finished  and  paid  for. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Department  prior  to  this  Council,  it 
was  moved  by  the  secretary  that  the  budget  item  of  $3,000.00  which 
has  been  carried  for  an  untold  number  of  years  and  never  met,  be 
stricken  out  and  that  a  new  item  of  $2,000.00  to  be  allocated  for  the 
work  in  industrial  defense  areas  be  inserted  in  its  place.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  WORK  IN 
INDUSTRIAL  DEFENSE  AREAS 
Of  the  Department  of  Missions 


The  present  critical  situation  of  a  nation  at  war  has  raised  sev¬ 
eral  problems  of  a  missionary  nature  within  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  which  have  been  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Missions  by 
the  Bishop  and  Council. 

Two  problems  which  are  of  such  recent  devolpment  that  no  plans 
have  been  made  or  action  taken  in  regard  to  them,  have  to  do  with 
the  establishment  of  a  Naval  Reserve  Training  Unit  on  the  campus 
of  Notre  Dame  University  and  a  similar  training  development  within 
a  very  few  miles  of  Peru.  Both  of  these  present  a  missionary  oppor¬ 
tunity  and  responsibility  for  this  Department.  To  date,  however, 
our  efforts  have  been  restricted  to  preparing  the  ground  for  work  at 
the  Kingsbury  Ordnance  Plant,  which  is  located  south  of  LaPorte, 
west  of  Walkerton,  and  north  of  Knox. 

The  creation  of  the  Kingsbury  Ordnance  Plant  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States  presents  a  definite  challenge  to  the  Episco¬ 
pal  Church  and  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning,  while  the  plant  was  under  construction,  we  of  this  Church  as 
well  as  those  of  other  denominations,  were  slow  in  realizing  the 
problems  that  would  arise  out  of  the  creation  of  such  a  plant  and 
the  tremendous  influx  of  people  from  all  parts  of  the  country  which 
followed.  The  needs  of  several  thousand  people  for  the  normal  facil¬ 
ities  for  everyday  living  and  for  religious  fellowship  were  not  real¬ 
ized.  When  the  situation  became  acute,  the  rector  of  St.  Paul’s 
Church,  LaPorte,  undertook  to  survey  the  matter.  Those  families 
and  individuals  brought  to  Kingsbury  by  the  construction  company 
lived  in  part  in  trailer  camps,  others  attempted  to  find  homes  in  the 
near-by  communities,  including  LaPorte,  thus  creating  an  acute 
housing  situation.  At  this  point.  Father  Childs  called  upon  the 
United  Thank  Offering  missionary  to  help  him  conduct  something  of 
a  survey.  He  and  Miss  Turley  spent  a  considerable  time  visiting 
around  trailer  camps,  making  calls,  and  trying  to  complete  a  general 
picture  of  the  needs  of  the  workers  and  their  families.  In  this  they 
were  aided  to  a  certain  extent  by  women  from  the  parish  in  LaPorte. 
It  was  obvious  that  there  were  no  adequate  facilities  for  the  correct 
physical,  mental,  and  moral  development  of  either  the  small  children, 
the  youth,  or  the  adults  living  within  the  area — a  situation  that  could 
add  to  the  possibility  of  epidemics  and  also  created  unnecessary  diffi- 
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culties  for  living,  inasmuch  as  there  was  no  way  for  people  to  get 
beyond  the  walls  of  the  trailer  camps  or  one-room  apartments. 

True,  the  people  themselves  felt  no  need  for  the  ministrations  of 
the  Church,  nor  were  they  particularly  interested,  but  we  of  the 
Church  know  that  the  Church  has  the  answer  to  many  of  their  needs 
and  of  their  problems.  No  other  denomination  had  taken  any  steps 
to  meet  the  situation  and  as  a  beginning.  Father  Childs  and  Miss 
Turley  planned  two  activities:  inquiries  were  made  and  plans  formu¬ 
lated  to  bring  the  children  of  the  area  into  LaPorte  by  bus  in  order 
that  they  might  have  religious  training  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Church,  but  this  attempt  failed  because  of  the  fact  that  there  was  no 
one  available  who  could  canvass  the  auto  camps,  secure  the  names 
of  children,  and  encourage  this  endeavor.  A  second  undertaking  was 
the  opening  of  the  parish  house  in  LaPorte  on  Sunday  afternoons  to 
the  workers  and  their  families.  Announcements  of  this  were  placed 
in  conspicuous  places  in  all  trailer  camps  throughout  the  area  and 
a  cordial  invitation  was  extended  to  the  workers  and  their  families 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  of  the  parish  house  for  their 
recreation  and  refreshment.  The  women  of  the  parish  cooperated 
splendidly,  but  this  idea  was  not  too  popular  because  of  the  natural 
hesitancy  on  the  part  of  those  invited  to  avail  themselves  of  such  an 
opportunity.  The  needs  of  the  area  were  so  great  and  the  problems 
so  complex  it  seemed  for  a  while  as  though  we  could  not  meet  the 
situation. 

In  January  Miss  Turley  took  the  matter  to  the  heads  of  several 
departments  of  the  National  Council  in  New  York  and  presented  the 
situation  to  them  in  person.  During  the  course  of  her  conferences 
she  met  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  MacGregor  of  the  Department  of  Christian 
Education,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wieland  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Samuelson  of  the 
Department  of  Missions,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pepper  of  the  Department  of 
Social  Relations,  and  Miss  Margaret  I.  Marston,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  to  the  National  Council.  Simultaneously, 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  conferred  with  the  chairman  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Committee  on  Industrial  Defense  Areas,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Frank 
W.  Creighton.  As  a  result  of  these  presentations  the  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  Home  Missions  Board  of  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches.  This  body  had  already  adopted  the  policy  of  assigning 
work  in  industrial  defense  areas  to  the  first  denomination  to  enter 
a  particular  field,  and  as  a  result  the  Episcopal  Church  and  specifi¬ 
cally  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  was  given  complete  jurisdiction 
and  responsibility  for  ministrations  to  the  Kingspury  Ordnance  Plant 
area.  The  Committee  on  Industrial  Defense  Area  Work  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council,  meeting  in  February,  gave  full  and  complete  consider¬ 
ation  to  the  situation  at  Kingsbury  and  recognizing  the  extreme  im¬ 
portance  of  the  work,  gave  the  project  a  priority  rating  and  made 
a  temporary  allowance  of  a  hundred  dollars  a  month  to  be  used  for 
the  furtherance  of  the  work. 

The  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese  then  committed  the  pro¬ 
ject  to  the  Department  of  Missions  and  authorized  the  creation  of  a 
special  committee  which  would  assume  full  responsibility  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  work.  Inquiries  were  made  from  the  Church  Army 
to  ascertain  whether  or  not  a  skilled  worker  could  be  obtained  to  go 
into  the  area,  but  this  the  Church  Army  could  not  do  at  the  present 
time.  Father  Childs  prepared  an  exceptionally  splendid  report,  to¬ 
gether  with  maps  of  the  area,  which  were  forwarded  to  the  National 
Council  for  their  benefit.  In  the  meantime  plans  were  announced  by 
the  Federal  Government  for  the  creation  of  a  city  (temporarily  called 
Victory  City)  which  is  to  be  built  on  an  area  of  some  40  acres  to  the 
west  of  Walkerton.  This  city  will  be  constructed  to  a  great  extent 
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with  permanent  buildings  intended  to  house  a  population  of  ten 
thousand;  and  plans  include  the  construction  of  a  recreation  building 
and  a  chapel.  The  situation  in  the  area  meanwhile  becomes  more 
acute,  inasmuch  as  the  men  and  their  families  brought  in  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  the  plant  have  now  left,  and  there  is  a  con¬ 
stant  influx  of  new  people  who  are  permanently  employed,  now  that 
the  plant  is  in  operation  and  who  will  reside  permanently  in  the 
area. 

The  Committee  on  Work  in  the  Industrial  Defense  Areas  has 
reached  several  decisions  as  to  policy.  First,  it  is  realized  that  there 
are  two  distinct  pieces  of  work  to  be  done, — first,  to  minister  to  our 
own  people  who  may  be  in  the  area,  among  whom  there  will  be 
several  divergent  types  of  churchmanship.  This  fact  will  require  a 
worker  who  will  be  able  to  adapt  himself  in  reaching  people  of  sev¬ 
eral  schools  of  thought  within  our  own  Church,  but  without  sacrificing 
on  matters  of  principle.  Secondly,  we  are  called  upon  to  minister  to 
the  entire  group  regardless  of  church  affiliation  or  background;  and 
many  of  these  will  be  unchurched,  many  will  belong  to  any  of  the 
sundry  .denominations  existent  in  this  country.  The  worker  will 
necessarily  have  to  be  one  who  has  the  initiative  to  create  his  own 
opportunities,  to  study  the  situation  as  it  grows,  and  to  grow  up 
with  it.  His  first  qualification  must  be  that  he  is  a  real  pastor,  one 
who  loves  people  and  who  can  make  contacts  with  strangers,  winning 
them  to  himself  and  then  through  himself  to  Christ. 

There  will  be  problems  involving  relationships  which  will  neces¬ 
sitate  an  understanding  on  the  part  of  the  worker  of  the  principles 
and  practice  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  There  will  be  further 
tremendous  opportunity  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  It  was 
the  judgment  of  the  Committee  that  a  priest,  not  a  lay  worker,  should 
be  sent  into  the  area.  The  Committee  is  conscious  of  the  problem  of 
transportation  and  is  aware  that  some  solution  to  this  will  neces¬ 
sarily  have  to  be  worked  out.  The  Committee  has  requested  that  a 
budget  allowance  of  two  thousand  dollars  be  allowed  for  their  work 
from  diocesan  missionary  funds  during  the  year  19  4  3,  in  addition  to 
the  hundred  dollars  per  month  to  be  allowed  by  the  National  Coun¬ 
cil.  It  is  well  to  note  that  in  the  understanding  of  the  writer,  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  has  put  a  time  limit  of  six  months  on 
this  work  in  which  we  in  this  Diocese  will  be  given  free  rein  to  make 
advances  and  to  create  a  work.  After  that  time  the  urgency  of  the 
situation  may  require  that  it  be  transferred  to  some  other  denomin¬ 
ation,  if  we  have  not  made  sufficient  progress.

The  Department  of  Christian  Education,  having  been  divided 
into  departments,  deemed  it  advisable  to  have  the  chairman  of  each 
department  submit  a  report  outlining  the  activities,  progress  and 
success  of  his  responsibility.  These  reports  have  been  submitted  and 
constitute  a  part  of  this  report. 

There  has  been  but  one  general  meeting  of  the  entire  department 
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during  the  year.  This  meeting  was  for  the  primary  purpose  of  divid¬ 
ing  the  general  department  into  the  aforementioned  groups. 

The  other  activity  of  the  department  is  the  Howe  Summer  Con¬ 
ference,  which  was  held  at  Howe  Military  School  in  the  year  19  41, 
Jun  2 2-2  7th.  The  financial  report  of  the  business  manager  of  the 
conference  is  appended  hereto  and  also  constitutes  a  part  of  this 
report.  The  Howe  Conference  has  enjoyed  nine  years  of  activities, 
each  year  results  in  the  broadening  of  our  scope  by  the  imparting 
of  outstanding  priests  and  laymen  of  the  Church. 

The  plans  of  the  Conference  for  the  year  19  42  are  almost  com¬ 
pletely  developed.  This  year,  however,  we  have  endeavored,  because 
of  economy,  to  keep  the  faculty  confined  to  priests  and  laymen  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  Beyond  establishing  of  a  well-balanced 
program,  the  success  of  the  Conference  is  dependent  upon  the  coop¬ 
eration  of  our  Diocesan  family.  Your  cooperation,  the  chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Christian  Education  solicits  earnestly.  The  Con¬ 
ference  date  this  year  is  June  2 1-2 6th,  inclusive.

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REPORT  OF  THE  U.T.O.  MISSIONARY  AND  ADVISOR 
IN  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  TO  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

It  is  my  privilege  as  the  field  worker  for  the  Department  of 
Christian  Education  to  work  with  and  for  all  groups  and  committees 
functioning  under  the  department.  Progress  and  activities  in  the 
Church  Schools,  among  the  young  churchmen,  and  in  Teacher  Train¬ 
ing  as  well  as  the  Howe  Conference  have  been  reported  by  the  several 
division  heads;  however,  much  of  the  preliminary  preparation,  detail 
and  follow-up  work  must  be  carried  on  through  m''^  office.  In  other 
words,  the  field  worker  and  her  office  acts  as  a  clearing  house  for  the 
whole  program  of  Christian  Education  and  also  helps  to  create  a 
closer  bond  of  fellowship  and  understanding  between  the  department 
and  the  leaders  in  the  parishes  and  missions. 

During  the  year  I  have  observed  the  teaching  in  eleven  of  the 
Church  Schools,  have  visited  a  number  of  youth  organizations,  wo¬ 
men’s  auxiliary  and  teachers’  meetings  and  in  each  case  these  gen¬ 
eral  meetings  have  been  followed  by  interviews  with  the  individual 
teachers  and  leaders.  A  number  of  these  teachers  and  leaders  have 
begun  to  make  use  of  the  department  library  which  now  has  over 
fifty  volumes  of  the  latest  books  and  helps  on  Christian  Education. 
The  majority  of  these  books  were  purchased  by  the  department  but 
some  were  donated  by  individuals  or  interested  groups. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  that  Christian  Education  con¬ 
tinue  through  the  summer  months;  therefore,  vacation  schools  are 
recommended  for  children  of  kindergarten,  primary  and  junior  age. 
In  the  summer  of  1941,  the  field  worker  helped  with  such  schools  in 
Bristol,  Mishawaka,  Logansport,  Peru,  and  Holy  Trinity  in  South 
Bend.  Three-hour  sessions  with  a  program  of  worship,  study,  handi¬ 
craft,  and  recreation  were  held  each  day  over  a  period  of  two  weeks. 
This  intensive  program  of  worship,  studv,  play  and  work  together  is 
one  of  the  most  effective  methods  of  teaching  our  children,  and  such 
a  school  should  be  included  in  the  program  of  Christian  Education 
of  each  parish  and  mission. 

This  past  January  I  attended  a  National  Conference  or  Seminar 
for  workers  and  leaders  of  correspondence  schools  for  the  isolated. 
Through  this  conference  I  had  the  opportunity  to  talk  with  and 
observe  the  work  and  methods  used  by  the  leaders  in  this  field  of 
Christian  Education.  Our  Diocese  has  two  groups  which  can  be 
classed  as  isolated — church  families  living  in  towns  where  there  is 
no  Episcopal  Church  and  the  fifty  per  cent  of  our  rural  population 
which  is  known  to  be  unreached  by  any  church.  We  are  surrounded 
by  neighbors  who  are  in  need  of  the  blessings  of  the  church  and  it 
has  been  found  in  other  dioceses  that  these  isolated  families  are  eager 
and  ready  for  the  church  and  its  teaching.  Since  my  return  from 
the  conference  I  have  carefully  studied  all  materials  and  methods 
used  by  others  and  from  this  have  made  preparation  for  correspond¬ 
ence  work  with  our  two  groups  of  isolated.  This  is  the  new  venture 
on  which  the  department  plans  to  concentrate  this  next  year. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Bishop,  the  Clergy, 
the  leaders  and  teachers  in  the  several  organizations  and  also  the 
youth  and  the  children  of  the  diocese  for  the  cooperation,  help  and 
hospitality  which  have  been  extended  to  me  from  all  of  you.  You 
have  made  my  work  and  duties  a  joy  and  a  blessing.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  SCHOOL  WORK 


Department  of  Religious  Education 

Your  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Church  School  Work  begs 
to  report  that  during  the  course  of  the  year  the  following  activities 
were  engaged  in: 

An  Institute  for  Church  School  Teachers  of  the  South  Bend 
Deanery  was  opened  in  the  fall.  Regular  monthly  meetings  have 
been  held  on  the  third  Sunday  of  the  month  at  St.  PauPs  Pro-Cathe¬ 
dral,  Mishawaka,  with  an  average  attendance  of  fifteen  teachers. 
Classes  opened  at  4:0  0  p.m.  on  Sunday  afternoon  with  a  general 
course  on  Methods  of  Teaching  given  by  your  chairman,  assisted  by 
experts  in  the  various  branches  of  study.  After  a  supper  and  short 
social  period,  three  special  courses  were  offered  for  further  credit. 

Early  in  the  fall  of  1941,  the  Committee  on  Church  School  Work 
was  asked  to  participate  in  a  Youth  Leaders  Conference,  held  at 
Marion,  and  under  the  auspices  of  the  Girls’  Friendly  Society. 

The  Very  Reverend  Russell  R.  Ingersoll  conducted  a  course  in 
Old  Testament  Literature,  the  Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes  conducted 
a  course  on  the  Prayer  Book,  and  Miss  Marie  Turley  a  course  on 
Elementary  Teaching  Principles.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  a  course 
of  twelve  hours  work,  together  with  the  submission  of  a  book  report, 
a  certificate  is  issued  to  the  teachers  attending  showing  that  they 
have  participated  in  the  Institute.  Your  chairman  hopes  that  in  the 
future,  further  institutes  may  be  organized  within  the  other  deaneries 
of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  YOUTH  WORK 


Department  of  Christian  Education 

The  Committee  on  Youth  Work,  which  is  a  working  unit  within 
the  Department  of  Christian  Education,  submits  its  Annual  Report 
to  the  44th  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

1.  The  Howe  Conference.  Two  courses  for  young  people  were 
offered  at  the  Howe  Conference  last  June.  One  course  covered  the 
ordinary  set-up  of  program  planning  in  the  parish  or  mission,  and 
cooperating  with  the  deanery  and  diocesan  organizations.  The  other 
course  was  based  primarily  on  the  United  Movement  of  the  Church’s 
Youth,  with  special  emphasis  on  Forward  in  Service. 

A  youth  rally  was  held  on  one  afternoon  during  the  Howe  Con¬ 
ference  under  the  leadership  of  the  Diocesan  president,  Robert  Har- 
shey.  At  this  rally  there  was  preliminary  discussion  about  the  Dio¬ 
cesan  project  for  youth,  and  a  summer  picnic  at  All  Saints’,  Lake 
Wawasee;  (the  latter  was  a  very  successful  affair). 

2.  Youth  Sunday.  Many  youth  groups  in  the  Diocese  lined  up 
with  the  youth  of  the  Church  in  America  by  Corporate  Communions 
on  the  last  Sunday  in  September,  and  making  offerings  for  special 
missionary  projects. 

3.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council.  The  Rector  and  young  people 
of  Saint  James’  Parish,  South  Bend,  entertained  the  Diocesan  Youth 
Council  on  the  last  week  in  October.  There  were  eighty-five  regis¬ 
trations  from  eleven  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese.  Father 
Bonnell  Spencer,  O.H.C.,  was  the  conference  leader  on  the  subject. 
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‘‘A  Rule  of  Life.”  In  business  sessions,  the  young  people  adopted 
their  new  constitution,  and  then  proceeded  with  the  election  of  their 
officers.  A  special  project  for  19  4  2  was  decided  upon,  and  the  selec¬ 
tion  was  the  new  building  fund  for  Holy  Trinity  Magyar  Mission  in 
South  Bend.  An  Extension  Committee  was  given  power  to  revive 
interest  in  youth  work  in  parishes  and  missions  where  such  had  lag¬ 
ged  or  died  out. 

4.  The  Deanery  Set-up.  All  deaneries  within  the  Diocese  are 
now  functioning  and  cooperating  with  the  Young  Churchmen  of 
Northern  Indiana.  The  Calumet  was  formally  organized,  the  ma¬ 
chinery  put  in  motion  at  a  meeting  held  in  Christ  Church,  Gary,  in 
January. 

5.  During  the  year  the  Diocese  sent  representatoves  to  two  youth 
conferences,  sponsored  by  the  Province  at  the  Dekoven  Foundation 
in  Racine,  Wisconsin.  In  March  of  19  42,  the  Young  Churchmen  hav¬ 
ing  completed  their  19  42  project  on  schedule,  presented  the  Holy 
Trinity  Magyar  Mission  with  an  offering  of  $118.91  for  the  new 
building  fund.  Our  various  youth  groups  also  cooperated  with  the 
Division  of  Youth  (a  Department  of  National  Council)  by  sponsoring 
Reunion  Week  activities  during  the  Christmas  holidays  for  returned 
students  and  service  men. 

6.  This  committee  humbly  acknowledges  the  tireless  efforts  of 
our  U.  T.  0.  worker.  Miss  Turley,  in  behalf  of  the  youth  of  our 
Diocese.  It  is  largely  through  her  efforts  that  the  Young  Churchmen 
are  being  brought  into  line  with  the  better  things  of  the  Division  of 
Youth  at  281  has  to  offer.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIELD  DEPARTMENT— 1941-42 

In  May,  1941,  the  Bishop  requested  the  department  to  arrange 
a  speaking  itinerary  for  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Walworth  Tyng,  of  Chang¬ 
sha,  China.  Their  visits  in  several  parishes  served  to  deepen  our 
appreciation  of  the  Church  in  China,  its  great  achievements,  its  pos¬ 
sibilities,  and  its  needs. 
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In  September  a  department  meeting  was  held  at  Lake  Wawasee, 
at  which  it  was  decided  to  concentrate  on  one  project  for  our  promo¬ 
tional  work  that  fall.  St.  Alban’s  Church  in  Indiana  Harbor  was 
chosen  for  the  principal  emphasis.  It  was  recommended  that  the 
phrase  “church  extension”  be  more  widely  used. 

Canvass  materials  were  ordered  in  bulk  and  distributed  from  the 
department’s  office.  A  poster  was  circulated,  promoting  interest  in 
St.  Alban’s  Church. 


The  chairman  appeared  at  the  deanery  meetings  of  the  Woman’s 
Auxiliary,  on  invitation  of  the  board,  to  present  the  Field  Department 
program. 


In  cooperation  with  the  “Forward  in  Service”  committee,  confer¬ 
ences  were  held  with  the  vestries  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  LaPorte,  and 
Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne. 

When  results  of  the  canvass  were  tabulated,  a  missions  expect¬ 
ancy  for  the  year  1942  of  $4,8  37.24  was  reported.  This  amount  is 
$415.42  in  excess  of  the  19  41  expectancy. 

The  department  has  recently  arranged  an  itinerary  in  the  diocese 
for  Mr.  William  Lee  Richards  of  the  Department  of  Parochial  Aids 
of  National  Council.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  “FORWARD  IN  SERVICE” 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

Right  Reverend  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Diocesan  Council: 

Your  committee  submits  to  you  their  report  for  the  conciliar 
year  of  1941-1942.  Your  committee,  appointed  by  our  Bishop,  con¬ 
sists  of  Fathers  Langendorff,  Kappes  and  Taylor,  Father  Langendorff 
continuing  to  serve  as  chairman. 

Last  fall  your  chairman  attended  a  conference  called  by  the 
Presiding  Bishop,  of  the  chairmen  of  all  “Forward  in  Service”  com¬ 
mittees  and  “Field  Departments”  of  the  Province  of  the  Mid-West. 
The  conference  was  held  in  St.  James’  Parish  House,  Chicago,  with 
Bishop  Gray  presiding.  Especial  emphasis  was  laid  upon  the  coor¬ 
dination,  in  every  diocese,  of  “Forward  in  Service”  and  the  Field 
Department  program.  Your  chairman  agreed  with  our  Field  Depart¬ 
ment  chairman  upon  such  a  program,  and  made  a  beginning  with  a 
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joint  conference  held  at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne.  We  plan  to 
continue  these  conferences,  and  should  have  done  so,  in  Eastertide, 
as  suggested  by  the  Presiding  Bishop.  The  visit  of  Mr.  Richards  of 
the  National  Council,  set  originally  for  these  very  weeks,  made  a 
postponement  of  our  conferences  until  a  later  date,  advisable. 

With  kindly  consent  of  the  associate  members  your  chairman 
composed  and  mailed  to  all  our  clergy  a  sequence  of  letters,  passing 
cn  to  you  suggestions  and  appeals  from  our  Presiding  Bishop.  He 
added  materials  of  his  own  which,  he  thought,  the  clergy  might  find 
interesting.  Father  Kappes  very  kindly  typed  and  mailed  the  letters. 
In  the  absence  of  any  sort  of  appropriations,  we  had  to  confine  our 
activities  to  the  circulating  of  letters,  from  time  to  time.  An  offer 
from  this  body  to  at  least  compensate  Father  Kappes  for  actual  ex¬ 
penses  incurred  during  the  year,  we  should  appreciate. 

We  make  to  you  these  Recommendations: 

1.  That  we  continue  to  mail  you  letters  from  time  to  time; 

2.  That,  in  agreement  with  our  Bishop  and  our  Field  Department, 
we  conduct,  this  fall,  a  coordinated  program; 

3.  That  you  set  aside  for  our  part  in  such  work,  a  little  money 
appropriation.

[iv.  ]  notice  is  hereby  given  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Church  in  every  Diocese  and  Missionary  Distrist,  as  well  as  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese,  that  the  following 
alterations  of  the  Constitution,  proposed  in  the  Convention  of  1940, 
are  to  be  finally  acted  upon  in  the  General  Convention  of  19  43,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI,  of  the  Constitution. 

Furthermore,  each  Diocesan  Secretary  is  hereby  notified  that  it 
is  his  duty  to  make  known  such  proposed  alterations  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  to  the  Convention  of  his  Diocese  at  its  next  meeting,  and  to 
certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  that  such  action 
has  been  taken  by  him.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  PROPOSED  AT  THE 
GENERAL  CONVENTION  OF  19  40,  AND  TO  BE  FINALLY 
ACTED  UPON  AT  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1943 

Resolved,  That  the  following  changes  be  made  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion,  and  that  the  proposed  alterations  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
United  States  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  by  the  next 
General  Convention  in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution: 

(1)  Amend  Sec.  2  of  Article  I,  so  that  the  said  section  will  read 
as  follows: 

‘‘Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction,  every 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  every  Suffragan  Bishop,  and  every  Bishop  who  by 
reason  of  advanced  age  or  bodily  infirmity,  or,  who  under  an  election 
to  an  office  created  by  the  General  Convention  has  resigned  his  juris¬ 
diction,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops.  A 
majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  Foreign  Mission¬ 
ary  Bishops  and  Bishops  who  have  resigned  their  jurisdictions,  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.” 

(2)  Amend  the  second  paragraph  of  the  present  Sec.  4  of  Article 
I,  so  that  said  paragraph  will  read  as  follows: 

“The  Church  in  each  Missionary  District  which  shall  have  been 
established  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  for  the 
government  of  this  Church,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  representation  in 
the  House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  one  Presbyter,  canonically 
resident  in  the  Missionary  District,  and  not  more  than  one  Layman, 
communicant  of  this  Church,  having  domicile  in  the  Missionary 
District.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in 
which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen.  Deputies  from  such  Missionary 
Districts,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Constitution,  shall  be 
subject  to  all  of  the  qualifications  and  with  all  of  the  rights  of  Depu¬ 
ties  from  Dioceses.” 
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(3)  Following  the  present  Section  3  of  Article  I,  add  a  new 
section  numbered  Sec.  4,  the  following  sections  of  said  Article  to  be 
renumbered  accordingly,  said  new  Sec.  4  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  4.  “The  General  Convention  may  establish  a  See  for  the 
Presiding  Bishop  which  may  embrace  the  whole  or  part  of  a  Diocese 
now  existing  or  hereafter  formed.  Once  the  See  is  so  established,  the 
Presiding  Bishop  shall  exercise  sole  jurisdiction.  If  the  See  shall 
embrace  any  entire  Diocese  or  the  greater  part  thereof,  such  Diocese 
shall  elect  an  Auxiliary  or  Assistant  Bishop.  The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  in  which  the  See  is  located,  or  such  Auxiliary  or  Assistant 
Bishop,  shall  have  such  powers  and  duties  with  reference  to  said  See, 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  Canon  or  Canons,  by  which  the  status  of 
such  Auxiliary  or  Assistant  Bishop,  shall  likewise  be  defined.  The 
General  Convention  may,  at  any  time,  abolish  such  See.” 

(4)  Amend  the  fourth  paragraph  of  the  present  Sec.  4  of  Article 
I,  so  that  said  paragraph  will  read  as  follows: 

“On  any  question  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies  present 
shall  suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Constitution,  or,  in  cases 
not  specifically  provided  for  by  the  Constitution,  by  Canons  requiring 
more  than  a  majority,  or  unless  the  Clerical  or  the  Lay  representa¬ 
tives  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  orders. 
In  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately, 
each  Diocese  having  one  vote  in  the  Clerical  order  and  one  in  the  Lay 
order,  and  each  Missionary  District  having  a  one-fourth  vote  in  the 
Clerical  order  and  a  one-fourth  vote  in  the  Lay  order;  and  the  con¬ 
currence  of  the  votes  of  the  two  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  consti¬ 
tute  a  vote  of  the  House.  No  action  of  either  order  shall  pass  in  the 
affirmative  unless  it  receives  the  majority  of  all  votes  cast,  and  unless 
the  sum  of  all  the  affirmative  votes  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  other 
votes  by  at  least  one  whole  vote.” 

(5)  Amend  the  present  Section  6  of  Article  I,  so  that  the  said 
section  will  read  as  follows: 

“Sec.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Deputy  chosen  by  each  Mis¬ 
sionary  District  of  the  Church  established  by  the  House  of  Bishops 
beyond  the  territory  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  one  Clerical 
and  one  Lay  Deputy  chosen  by  the  Convocation  of  the  American 
Churches  in  Europe,  shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies  subject 
to  all  of  the  qualifications  and  with  all  of  the  rights  of  Deputies,  ex¬ 
cept  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution.” 

(6)  Amend  Section  4  of  Article  II,  so  that  the  said  section  will 
read  as  follows: 

“Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  Diocese,  with  consent  of  the 
Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  to  elect  one  or  more  Suffragan  Bishops,  with¬ 
out  right  of  succession,  and  with  seat  and  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops.  A  suffragan  Bishop  shall  be  consecrated  and  hold  office 
under  such  conditions  and  limitations  other  than  those  provided  in 
this  Article  as  may  be  provided  by  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 
He  shall  be  eligible  as  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  a  Diocese,  or  as 
a  Suffragan  in  another  Diocese,  or  he  may  be  elected  by  the  House 
of  Bishops  as  a  Missionary  Bishop.” 

(7)  Add  a  new  Section  7  to  Article  II,  reading  as  follows: 

“Sec.  7.  Upon  attaining  the  age  of  seventy-two  years  a  Bishop 
shall  tender  his  resignation  from  his  jurisdiction.” 

(8)  Following  the  present  Section  3  of  Article  V,  add  a  new 
section  numbered  4,  the  following  sections  of  said  Article  to  be  re¬ 
numbered  accordingly,  said  new  Sec.  4  to  read  as  follows: 

“Sec.  4.  Whenever  two  or  more  Dioceses  desire  to  be  united, 
this  union  must  receive  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authorities 
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and  of  the  Conventions  of  the  Dioceses  concerned.  If  this  agreement 
take  place  more  than  three  months  before  the  next  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  the  aforesaid  consents  shall  be  certified  to  all 
the  Bishops  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction  and  to  all  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Committees  of  the  Dioceses,  and  if  the  consents  of  a  majority  of 
both  groups  be  received,  the  aforesaid  union  shall  be  considered  com¬ 
plete.  If  this  agreement  take  place  within  three  months  before  the 
next  meeting  of  General  Convention  the  consent  of  the  majority  of 
both  Houses  shall  be  necessary  to  the  conclusion  of  the  proposed 
union. 

“If  there  be  a  Bishop  of  each  of  the  Dioceses  thus  uniting  the 
Bishop  senior  in  consecration  shall  be  the  Bishop  of  the  United  Dio¬ 
cese,  and  the  Bishop  of  the  other  Diocese  uniting  shall  be  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  united  Diocese.” 

(9)  Amend  the  first  paragraph  of  Article  X,  so  that  the  same 
will  read  as  follows: 

Article  X.  “The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Administration  of 
the  Sacraments  and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  Psalter  or  Psalms  of  David,  the  Form  and  Manner 
of  Making,  Ordaining,  and  Consecrating  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Dea¬ 
cons,  the  Form  of  Consecration  of  a  Church  or  Chapel,  the  Office  of 
Institution  of  Ministers,  and  Articles  of  Religion,  as  now  established 
or  hereafter  amended  by  the  authority  of  this  Church,  shall  be  in  use 
in  all  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  of  this  Church.  No  alter¬ 
ation  thereof  or  addition  thereto  shall  be  made  unless  the  same  shall 
be  first  proposed  in  one  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Convention 
and  by  a  resolve  thereof  be  sent  within  six  months  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese  and  of  the  Convocation  of  every 
Missionary  District  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  to  be  made  known  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  Missionary 
District  Convocation  at  its  next  meeting,  and  be  adopted  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  at  its  next  succeeding  triennial  meeting  by  a  majority 
of  all  Bishops,  excluding  retired  Bishops  not  present,  of  the  whole 
number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by 
a  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  all  the  Dioceses  en¬ 
titled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies  and  all  the  Mission¬ 
ary  Districts  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United  States,  voting  by 
orders,  each  to  have  the  vote  provided  for  in  Article  I,  Sec.  4.  Pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  the  General  Convention  at  any  meeting  shall 
have  power  to  amend  the  Table  of  Lessons  and  all  Tables  and  Rubrics 
relating  to  the  use  of  the  Psalms  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
of  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority 
of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  repre¬ 
sentation  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  and  all  the  Missionary  Districts, 
voting  by  orders  as  previously  laid  down  in  this  Article.” 

(10)  Amend  Article  XI  so  that  the  said  Article  will  read  as 
follows: 

Article  XL  “No  alteration  or  Amendment  of  this  Constitution 
shall  be  made  unless  the  same  shall  be  first  proposed  at  one  triennial 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention  and  by  a  resolve  thereof  be  sent 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese  and  of  the  Convo¬ 
cation  of  every  Missionary  District,  to  be  made  known  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention  or  the  Missionary  District  Convocation  at  its  next  meet¬ 
ing,  and  be  adopted  by  the  General  Convention  at  its  next  succeeding 
triennial  meeting  by  a  majority  of  all  Bishops,  excluding  retired  Bish¬ 
ops  not  present,  of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in 
the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  of  all  the  Dioceses  and  of  all  the  Missionary  Districts  en¬ 
titled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies  voting  by  orders, 
each  having  the  vote  provided  for  in  Sec.  4  of  Article  I.” 
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DIOCESAN  COMMISSION  ON  CHRISTIAN  MARRIAGE 

As  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Marriage,  I  beg  leave 
to  report  progress,  and  to  ask  for  a  continuation  of  the  committee  in 
order  that  we  may  submit  a  final  report  with  the  recommendations 
to  the  19  43  Council  of  the  Diocese,  in  time  for  that  Council  to  act 
before  the  next  General  Convention  of  the  Church.
